Raid Boxes in Kansas City, 
Take or Damage 50 Dolls 
Meant for Orphans. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 7 (AP). 
Thirty boys and girls stormed 
Santa Claus’ storehouse and ran 
away with 400 toys. 

Later seven repentant raiders 
helped Santa Claus Club, Inc., re- 
cover most of the toys, intended for 
poor children.

cially coking Illinois coal.

The only other by-product recov- 
ered by this process is tar oil, of 
‘which about 12 gallons comes from 
jeach ton of coal treated.

Patents covering this process are 
held by a Chicago engineering firm, 
but the exclusive rights to use and 
license use of these patents have 
| been assigned to the Coal Carboniz- 
‘ing Co. of St. Louis. This concern 
paid the patent holders a flat fee 
‘of $10,000 for the rights, but also 
‘is required to pay a royalty of $2000 
for each oven installed. Thus the 
royalty on the 20-oven plant at 
Millstadt is $40,000. After an init- 
ial payment this is paid out at an 
agreed rate per ton of fuel. 

10 Such Plants Needed. 

To produce enough of this fuel 
‘to replace 1,000,000 tons of soft coal 
in St. Louis homes annually (the 
minimum set by Osborn Monnett, 
fuel engineer and smoke expert, for 
improvement in smoke -conditions) 
at least 10 plants of this size would 
be required. M. D. Curran, engi- 
neer for the Coal Carbonizing Co., 
gave the Post-Dispatch a rough es- 
| timate of $10,000,000 to $12,000,000 
‘as cost of constructing such plants. 
The royalty on that number of 
plants would be $400,000. 

Ten such plants would produce 
about 750,000 tons of processed fuel 
‘annually. A ton of this fuel has 
greater heating value than a ton of 
ithe raw coal becayse the volatile 
‘matter wasted in the ordinary burn- 
‘ing of coal has been removed. This 
gives the finished product a fixed 
‘earbon content of about 80 per cent 
‘compared with approximately 40 
per cent in the raw coal. It is pos- 
sible that if properly used 750,000 
‘tons of the processed fuel would do 
‘the work in domestic heating plants 
lof more than 1,000,000 tons of soft 
“Production of this amount 
of processed fuel would require 
‘about 1,154,000 tons of coal. 

Problem of Market for Gas.

Spend Half as Much Time 
Listening to Programs as 
They Do in School. 


A survey of radio listening habits 
of school children in St. Louis and 
the county, indicating among other 
things that they spend about half 
as much time listening to programs 
as they do in school, has been com- 
pleted by Dr. John P. McKay, prin- 
cipal of West Richmond Heights 
School. 

The average number of hours 
spent each week at the radio by 
the 1900 sixth grade pupils ‘studied 
by Dr. McKay was 14. Their fa- 
vorite programs were dramas of 
the action type; variety shows made 
up of comedy, drama and music, 
and audience-participation pro- 
grams. Special children’s program’s 
made up only about one-sixth of 
the total to which the pupils lis- 
tened. 

Noting that the children’s tastes 
were similar to those of adults, Dr. 
McKay expressed the opinion that 
listening to programs designed for 
adults might tend to make the pu- 
pils “sophisticated beyond their 
years.” His study, conducted with 
the co-operation of Superintendent 
of Instruction Henry J. Gerling and 
11 county superintendents, was re- 
ported in a thesis for a doctorate 
at the University of Missouri.

ROME, Dec. 7.—As the Fascist

were expressing concern lest Ru- 
mania should fall easy prey to Com- 
munism and thus involve the Bal- 


kans. 

After having used the invasion 
ef Finland as the occasion to cre- 
ate the impression that Italy wouid 
oppose the extension of Communism 
in the Balkans as it opposed it in 
Spain, these quarters are now 
blowing cold. 

Is Italy prepared to rush militafy 
sid to the support of Rumania if 
Russia, already demanding a non- 
ageression pact with Bucharest, 
suddenly treats Rumania as Mos- 
cow has treated Estonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania <-.1d Finland? The an- 
gwer is in the negative, for, instead 
of expressing sympathy for Ru- 
mania, as they have for distant 
Finland, these Italian quarters are 
complaining of Rumania’s intransi- 
gent attitude ahd deploring the 
fact that Bucharest may isolate it- 
self. 


Italian newspapers are complain- 
ing that there cannot be peace in 
the Balkans so long as Rumania 
stubbornly refuses to yield to the 
territorial] demands of Hungary and 
Bulgaria, from whom Rumania re- 
ceived territory after the last 
world war. 


Thus, Italy, after having played 
safe through the first months of 
this war, is beginning once again 
to stir revisionism in the Balkans, 
and Rome’s policy is now seen as 
having inspired the recent demands 
in Budapest for territorial revi- 
sion. 

This is realism, based on the 
knowledge that Italian influence 
does not extend to Rumania and 
Turkey. Only in Hungary, Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia is Italian in- 
fiuence likely to be decisive and in 
order to strengthen it there, Italy 
has decided, apparently, to lend 
support again to the territorial de- 
mands of the Hungarians and Bul- 


garians. 

This will strengthen Italy’s hand, 
moreover, with Germany as well as 
with Great Britain and France, it 
is believed here. As the belligerents 
try to enforce their diplomacy in 
the Balkans, they are confronted 
with the possibility that Rome 
alone may speak for the Hungari- 
ans and Bulgarians. 


Italy is sincerely opposed to the 
expansion of Communism in the 
Balkans and sees in successful 
Finnish resistance the best weapon 
to obviate Moscow’s activity there. 
It is natural, therefore, for Rome 
to demand that Germany lend Rus- 
sia no co-operation against Fin- 
land. 

Its strengthened position in Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria gives Rome a 
ba~gaining position with Germany, 
and it is understood that Italy’s 
attitude on Finland has been re- 
ported to Berlin by Hans Georg 
Viktor von Mackensen, Nazi Am- 
bassador to Italy. He is now in 
Germany in connection with cele- 
brations in honor of his father, Au- 
gust von Mackensen, Germany’s re- 
mowned field marshal, who was 
honored yesterday on the occasion 
of his ninetieth birthday. 

Rome strengthens its nuisance 
value now with Great Britain and 
France, and its bargaining position 
later should be, as Rome still 
thinks, even better, if negotiations 
are unexpectedly undertaken. 

For all these reasons, it is doubt- 
ful whether Premier Benito Musso- 
lini tonight wil give the Grand 
Council much rein on foreign pol- 
icy. 


MEXICAN TROOPS RESCUE 
AMERICANS HELD BY BANDITS 


Two Men Had Been Seized in Chi- 
hauhua by Group Posing | 
as Rural Police. 

EL PASO, Tex., Dec. 7 (AP).— 
Two Americans, kidnaped in Chi- 
huahua early today, were rescued 
by Mexican Federal troops last 
night 300 miles south of the border. 

Gen. Cal Y. Mayor, commander 
of the Juarez Garrison, was in- 
formed that Raymund Allison and 
Charles Ginther, sons of wealthy 
American ranch owners, were kid- 
naped by a group of men posing as 
rural police. Ransom of 100,000 
pesos ($20,000) was demanded for 
their release. 

Col. Praxedis Guiner, military 
chief of Camargo, overtook the kid- 
napers, who released their prison- 
ers. Col. Guiner sent the youths | 
back to Camargo, then ordered his 
troops and agraristas (armed farm- 
ers) to pursue the bandits.

The 
firm’s principal contention was that 
when a large company goes into 
bankruptcy, “the usual practice is 
to make no attempt to estimate the 
total contingent liabilities and to 
note on the face of the balance 
sheet that this has not been done.” 


“Usual Practice” Not Followed. 


The reply is that “usual prac- 
tice” was not followed in this case, 
since the financial statements con- 
tained no notation that total con- 
ingent liabilities had not been esti- 
mated, and that the Missouri Pa- 
cific’s liability under the Terminal 
shares contract was not only “un- 
usual,” but large enough to have 
“an important bearing on the com- 
pany’s financial condition.” 

It is added that “no valid reason 
is suggested why an accountant, 
aware that the contingent liability 
should have ~ppeared in the fi- 
nancial statements prior to reor- 
ganization, should not disclose the 
liability after the company had 
come under the jurisdiction of a re- 
organization court.” 


Finally, it is held that even if 
an “unusual: proctice” existed, it 
could not be permitted to override 
the explicit regulations of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, 

“A failure to satisfy accounting 
requirements,” the statement con- 
cluded, “does not in itself neces- 
sitate the suspension or withdrawal 
of the registration of securities on 
a national securities exchange. 
Under the terms of the statute, 
such action is to be taken or'y if, 
in the opinion of the commission, 
it is necessary or appropriate to the 
protection of investors. 


“Under the circumstances in the 
case, it would not, in our opinion, 
be in the interests of the thousands 
of investors who now hold Missouri 
Pacific securities to withdraw or 
suspend the registration of such 
securities if proper amendments to 
its balahce sheets are filed by re- 
spondent.”

mM“ people who have had no personal experience 
with trust service have formed the mistaken idea 
that trust service is cold and impersonal. Actually, 
nothing could be further from the truth. The trust re- 
lationship is a highly personal one, as is indicated day 
after day by the contacts of beneficiaries with our trust 
officers. Many beneficiaries of trusts are content to re- 
ceive the income and principal payments to which they 
are entitled and to discuss with our officers the purely 
business and financial matters which arise in connection 
with their trusts. Other beneficiaries seek the advice of 
trust officers on a great variety of personal problems. A 
good trust officer is well fitted by long training and ex- 
perience to give helpful and friendly advice to bene- 
ficiaries, but he does not invade their privacy with un- 
solicited advice. The degree of personal service that is a 
part of trust service depends wholly upon the wishes of 
the beneficiary.

T seems clear that the policies of all 

great nations today, both those at war 
and those at peace, are but day-to-day or 
week-to-week policies. 

Of those at war, none have stated cate- 
gorical goals to end with universal good, 
but only such as would result in still 
further aggrandizement for. themselves. 

As for the United States, the fact re- 
mains that we have such gigantic social 
and unemployment problems waiting to 
be solved that ariy partisan concern of 
ours with European or Asiatic strife ig 
time and effort wasted. 

We cannot, or have not, solved our own 
most immediate problems, and instead of 
wasting time with sympathy for the na- 
tions at war, all dictatorships, a better

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JUDGE SEVIER’S SUCCESSOR. 

The death of Circuit Judge Nike G. Sevier of Jef- 
ferson City does more than render vacant the Circuit 
judgeship for the Fourteenth Circuit, consisting of 
Cole, Cooper, Maries, Miller, Moniteau and Morgan 
counties, ! 

It creates & vacancy fn a court which, in a very 
practical sense, is ‘a court for the whole State of 
Missouri. It raises the question of a judicial suc- 
cession, by temporary appointment by Gov. Stark, in 
which every Missourian has a stake. - 

What sets the court for the Fourteenth Circuit 
apart from the other Circuit Courts of the State 
is the fact that it is the one which embraces Jefferson 
City, the seat of the Government of Missouri. Suits 
involving the State Public Service Commission, the 
Highway Commission and the State Insurance De- 
partment, to mention only three State divisions, reg- 
ularly are started in this court. So are injunction ap- 
plications directed at @élective State officers and 


Lcases concerning initiative and referendum petitions 


and State constitutional amendments. 

It is not too much to say that the court over which 
Judge Sevier presided for seven years is to the Mis- 
souri judiciary what the Federal Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia is to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Judge Sevier made no final rulings, it is true. 
The test cases which started in his court were on 
their way to the Missouri Supreme Court for eventual 
decision. And yet he did more, much more, than sit 
at a way station and wave the cases on. 

Take the notorious O’Malley fire insurance com- 
promise, now repudiated on every hand. A Democrat- 
ic wheelhorse in Cole County, Judge Sevier was the 
authority for the allowance of more than $600,000 in 
fees to lawyers, commissioners and “custodians” of 
the impounded funds in that case. That he had no 
such authority,. as the State Supreme Court later 
ruled, made no difference at the time. He was the 
Circuit Judge and his rulings were law until he 
was overturned. Much of the harm done meanwhile 
could not be rectified when the reversals came. 

The state-wide character of this court, and in par- 
ticular its importance to St. Louis, is demonstrated 
by two cases pending when Judge Sevier died. One 
involves the disposition of the $1,475,000 impounded 
as a result of the Public Service Commission’s 6 per 
cent reduction in Laclede Gas rates to consumers. 
Another is the suit of local truckers to prevent the 
Public Service Commission from collecting the com- 
mon carrier fees from trucking firms. 

Phases of the notorious fire insurance litigation 
are still before this court. Distribution to policy- 
holders of the $1,651,000 impounded in the 16 2-3 
per cent rate increase is held up by legal fee suits 
now pending. Also held up, awaiting disposition of 
other fee suits, is transfer to the State Insurance De- 
partment of another fund of about $2,300,000 im- 
pounded in the 1922 fire rate case. 

Obviously, it is important to have not only fair 
and disinterested rulings in these and similar cases 
in the State Supreme Court, but in the courts in 
which litigation begins. 

In appointing a Judge to serve out the unexpired 
term to Dec. 31, 1940, Gov. Stark has an opportunity 
to show the voters of the Fourteenth Circuit the qual- 
ity of man whom they should call to the bench. He 
has it in his power to lift this judgeship above po- 
litical considerations and to fill it with a Judge 
who will be his own man, free of personal and party 
entanglements which influence decisions or color 
rulings. 7 

The circuit includes five counties besides that in 
which Jefferson City is situated. Let the Governor 
canvass the bar of all six. He is to fill a judicial 
seat which concerns the entire State and he cannot 
find too good a man. 
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SECRETARY WALLACE’S HOKUM. 

Secretary Wallace is out stirring up the. farmers’ 
dander with assertions that they are in danger of 
losing the subsidies they have been receiving from 
the Agricultural Adjustment Administration. Churlish 
busybodies, the Secretary explains, have been swamp- 
ing Washington with the query, “‘How long must the 
big expenditures for a farm program go on?’ 

Then, as the farm audiences palpitate with resent- 
ment, Mr. Wallace tells how he has risen gallantly to 
their defense by replying, “The expenditures will 
continue just as long as agriculture is at a serious 
disadvantage in bargaining power with other groups.” 

Mr. Wallace is engaging in hokum. He should ex- 
plain frankly to the farm voters that there is not the 
slightest chance that either party will do anything 
to jeopardize the farm vote. 
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DARK CLOUDS OVER THE SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

Clouds are darkening over the financial manage- 
ment of the St. Louis school system as more facts 
are brought out concerning two key figures, one a 
former official, the other still in office but threat- 
ened with dismissal. ; 

Charles Lee Barr, Supply Commissioner until his 
removal last May, has confessed to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he had stolen $3600 from the Board 
of Education in six years. He indicated readiness to 
plead guilty in court tomorrow to six charges of 
embezzlement. No financial check on Barr’s depart- 
ment had been made in 15 years. It is plain from 
his confession that Barr took advantage of this loose 
system to deposit to his own account checks received 
from publishers and junk dealers. According to the 
belated audit of his accounts by a firm of accountants, 
tne shortage is at least $11,324. 

The other dark cloud is that overhanging Russell 
W. Hibbert, director of the division of books, supplies 
and equipment. In view of glaring irregularities in 
his conduct of affairs, Hibbert’s dismissal is suggested 


by a majority of the board’s Instruction Committee. 


In connection with the audit now in progress, two 
mysterious items have been found in Hibbert’s per- 
sonal bank accounts, items which he cannot or will 
not explain. In addition, he denied intimacy with 
officers of a Chicago concern which has been favored 
with profitable book-binding jobs, although the St. 
Louis schools maintain a bindery which might have 
done the work. It was later proved, however, that 
Hibbert was on intimate terms with these persons. 
In view of these and other disclosures, Hibbert’s 
usefulness to the school system is clearly at an end. 
His dismissal would be a constructive step in the 
clean-up of school affairs. 
Here are two men who have been intrusted with 
important duties in the school organization, Barr 
received $7500 a year; Hibbert’s salary is $6500 an- 
nually.

Despite the reforms which have been effected in 
the bankruptcy laws under the Roosevelt: administra- 
tion, there seems still to be room for fortunately 
placed attorneys and banking officials to batten on 
the carcass of crippled corporations. It is a thing, 
apparently, for which there is no ultimate remedy 
but the watchfulness of the public and of the courts. 
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WAR IS NO CURE FOR UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Samuel Grafton, in a New York Post article re- 
printed in the Mirror of Public Opinion Tuesday, said 
that unemployment in the United States would have 
far more to do with involving us in war than would 
propaganda of the belligerents. His thesis was that 
as men find it more difficult. to provide food for 
their children, they will look with less abhorrence 
on war in the belief that war will create opportunities 
for work. 

It is a false hope. England today has more persons 
out of work than it has in its army, navy and air 
forces combined. War has increased employment in 
certain war industries, to be sure, buf it has killed 
off employment entirely in many other lines of work. 
Those deprived of work more than equal those taken 
into the fighting forces or given employment in the 
war industries. The result is that the English Gov- 
ernment, in the midst of a war, is having to meet 
a staggering relief bill every day. 

Mr. Grafton described a line of thinking about war 
and work which has its persuasive surface. It is a 
line of thinking, however, that is utterly unreal. 
War not only brings its eventual crash; it brings 
more quickly dislocations in employment such as 
England and France are suffering today. Resort to 
war for economic improvement is the folly of follies.

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THE UNION ELECTRIC’S ADVERTISEMENT. 

Since the old management of the Union Electric Co. 
resigned (to yse a pleasant term) after a series of 
disgraceful disclosures, it was the obvious task of 
the new management to ingratiate itself with the 
people of Missouri, and this it attempted to do in a 
five-column paid advertisement in yesterday's 
Post-Dispatch. 

While the motive that ptompted the advertisement 
is highly welcome and highly commendable, the 
method is somewhat less than sophisticated. The new 
management is at pains to boast of its forthcoming 
expenditure of $20,000,000 in a construction program. 
Are we to think of this in terms of philanthropy? 
Has it come to pass that a utility is currying favor 
by establishing a private WPA? Hardly. One of 
the major items of expenditure is being incurred to 
prevent further violation of the city’s smoke ordi- 
nance at the Ashley street plant; if it were not in- 
curred, the company would be prosecuted. The other 
items in the $20,000,000 program are no doubt based 
on equally practical grounds. 

In speaking of the advertisement’s discussion of 
the Union Electric’s resigned officers—Messrs. Egan, 
Boehm and Laun—it is perhaps well to err on the 
side of understatement. One of these men, Laun, 
has just been indicted by a Federal grand jury for 
perjury; the others have much to explain about their 
activities in the State of Missouri. Yet the adver- 
tisement, though throwing a sop to the public by 
announcing that their salaries (which, incidentally, 
are paid by consumers) have been reduced (Egan and 
Boehm to $1500 a month; Laun to $1250 a month)— 
the advertisement says that, in the company’s treat- 
ment of these men, “human values” were not to be 
“outweighed by corporate interests.” These men, 
therefore, were treated with great consideration be- 
cause they had devoted the larger part of their lives 
to the service of the Union Electric Co., etc., etc. A 
touching recital. 

It would have been more effective if something 
had been said about Oscar Funk, former vice-presi- 
dent of the Union Electric Co., who also had devoted 
many years of faithful service to the company. Mr. 
Funk, the company’s accounting officer, wag fired by 
the old management after he refused to O K certain 
expenditures he thought were irregular. Mr. Funk’s 
ouster led to the investigation of the company by the 
SEC. It led to the “resignation” of Messrs. Dgan, 
Boehm and Laun, Mr. Funk isn’t drawing $1500 or 
even $1250 a month from the Union Electric, is he? 

’ If the Union Electric is going to become pious in 
public, it should give Mr. Funk honorable mention. | 
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As it now stands, we shall hear very little and see 
practically nothing at all of Frits Kuhn for the dura- 
tion of the war. :

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


OUR editorial of Dec. 2, referring to con- 
Y tusion on the Missouri flood control plan, 

asks for light and information because so 
far there has only been heat and misinfor- 
mation. We accept this invitation and offer 
you some light on this subject. 

Senator Paul Jones made an error in his 
statement by apparently considering the 
Conservation Commission and the Conser- 
vation Federation as one organization. This 
was merely an academic error, because in 
practice they are the same. 

Here is the evidence: The Conservation 
Federation is made up in the greater part of 
hunters, fishermen and so-called sportsmen 
who, by way of license fees, pay all the 
money available for salaries and expenses of 
the Conservation Commission. In other 
words, all the income of the commission 
is derived from license fees paid in a major- 
ity of cases by members of the federation. 
How this affects the commission is clear. 

The country has been denuded of all tur- 
key and deer, and quail are fast disappear- 
ing. This condition was recognized by the 
farmers of Phelps County several years ago, 
even before the Conservation Commission 
came into being. They associated themselves 
into various local groups with the primary 
object of protecting the little game left. 
This federation, consisting of more than 500 
farmers who control more than 100,000 acres 
of land, is the result, Our unofficial slogan 
is: “If you want more game and fish, you 
must quit killing them.” We have con- 
sistently operated upon this premise. 

At a Conservation Federation meeting at 
Rolla in 1937, Erwin T. Bode, director of the 
Conservation Commission, proved to be en- 
tirely opposed to our plan. He stated to the 
writer (in‘the presence of. others) that he 
could not support any such plan because “it 
must be assumed that if you carried your 
plan to its logical conclusion, you would 
have the entire State organized, the hunters 
would not buy hunting licenses and the com- 
mission would have no ineome.” Mr. Bode 
might as well have said that he was more 
concerned with income for the commission 
than with the conservation of wildlife, 


Not openly, but insidiously and in many 
ways, the Farmers’ Game Protective Fed- 
eration has been opposed, not only by the 
hunters, but both directly and indirectly by 
the Conservation Commission. In spite of 
this opposition, perhaps because of it, these 
farmers went ahead. We are proud to say 
that we have saved many thousand quail, 
so that today this county has more birds 
than it has had in 15 years. 

When the commission promulgated new 
rules and regulations this fall, we received 
a preliminary copy of the new rules for the 
purpose of soliciting comment for the bene- 
fit of the commission. We found a pro- 
vision in the new rules exempting deer, tur- 
key, pheasants—and the red fox—from being 
hunted or trapped. This last was so surpris- 
ing that the federation sent its executive 
committee to Jefferson City to find out why 
the red fox was exempted, Every farmer 
knows that there is no worse killer of 
turkey, quail, and even young

The commission has 
been in power for nearly three years. So 
far as can be noticed, it has accomplished 
little or nothing. For all the money spent, 
we have about 35 game wardens to patrol 
114 counties, which is a physical impossibil- 
ity. Of all the money collected, less than 20 
per cent is‘ spent for the protection and 
conservation of game and fish. The balance 
goes toward payment of large salaries and 
expense accounts, which do not help to breed 
one extra bird or one extra fish.

King Saluted by Correspondents 


Talks With Them 


Military Gestures Range From British Army 
Type to Boy Scout — Ruler Asks 
W. H. Stoneman Questions.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Dec. 7.—King George VI 
spent a chilly half hour this morn- 
ing with a strictly non-fighting sec- 
tion of the British expeditionary 
force—the British-American news- 
paper men and photographers who 
have been covering the activities of 
the expeditionary force for the last 
two months. 

We met the King on the terrace 
of a chateau near the British GHQ, 
where he has spent the first three 
nights of his current visit to the 
British field force. There was a 
slight delay while one party, which 
had gone astray; gathered its bear- 
ings and found the place. Then we 
lined up carefully in three fairly 
straight lines and, when the King 
stepped out of the door, gave him 
as fine a collection of salutes as 
he had seen in all his royal life. 
There were British army and 
naval salutes, Australian, New Zea- 
land and Canadian salutes, and a 
few snappy affairs from former 
members of the AEF and Boy 
Scouts of America. The King re- 
sponded smartly and then came 
over to six of us who had been 
chosen by lot to talk to him, 

Interested in Ribbons. 
“Well, how do you like it out 
here?” he asked your correspond- 
ent. 
“Quite well, sir.” 
“Have you been here from the 
beginning?” 
“Yes, sir, for two months.” 
“That’s fine. I’m delighted to 
have seen you.” 
The King carefully questioned 
those who wore ribbons from the 
last war, expressed interest in their 


exploits and told them all that he 
was happy to see them. 

“It must be jolly to be back,” he 
told one gray-haired gentleman, a 
former Brigadier-General who is 
now wearing the less martial cos- 
tume of a correspondent. : 

Then, still smiling affably and 
acting highly interested in every- 
body, he proceeded to shake hands 
with several dozen others, pausing 
here.and there for a few words 
whenever he saw a service ribbon. 

His Spirits Good. 

From a distance of a foot or 
two, the King appears to be full of 
health and good spirits, and of 
interest in the admittedly tedious 
job of going around and shaking 
hands with hundreds of strangers 
who happen to be out here with 
the British army. 

After this morning’s session with 
the press, he slipped into an over- 
coat and, accompanied by Gen. Vis- 
count Gort (Commander-in-Chief 
of the B. E. F.) and other high of- 
ficers, drove off to look at more 
artillery and units of the transport 
section—the Royal Army Service 
Corps. There he shook hands with 
another group before having lunch. 

It is now estimated that the King 
has already traveled more than 
200 miles by car and has tramped 
through mud and over cobblestones 
for another 15 or 20 miles. Only a 
statistician could estimate the num- 
ber of hands he has shaken and: the 
number of persons to whom he Has 
spoken, At any rate, his trips is 
turning out to be a tremendous 
success and doing a lot to brace 
the spirits of the army for the long, 
cold months which lie ahead. That, 
presumably, was just what it was 
designed to do.

Home Secretary Denies That Sir 
Walter Monckton Turned in 


Resignation. 

LONDON, Dec. 7 (AP).—Sir 
John Anderson, Home _ Secretary 
and Minister of Home Security, 
told the House of Commons today 
that Sir Walter Monckton, Direc- 
tor-General of Press Censorship, 
“is not resigning.” 

London newspapers reported Sat- 
urday that Sir Walter had given 
his resignation to the Home Secre- 
tary because he objected to his lack 
of authority. 

Asked whether he would take 
steps to establish one central cen- 
sorship control, Sir John said “re- 
sponsibility for censorship must 
rest like responsibility for news 
and its distribution on the depart- 
ments concerned.”

Gangsterism is contagious in the 
absence of any united front to op- 
pose it.

If this 
war goes on, we shall see terrific 
things—worse things than anything 
yet—before it is Over. 


It is a very great question wheth- 
er the United States can survive 
as a free people and become a 
more prosperous and better organ- 
ized people in a world of illimita- 
ble terror which, bit by bit, ex- 
tends to new places and to fresh 
continents, using propaganda, revo- 
lution, interference in the in- 
ternal affairs of nations and war as 
weapons. 

We have to adjust ourselves to 
new forms of war with new kinds 
of weapons, notable among them 
the political weapon used not 
through diplomatic channels but di- 
rectly upon the masses of the world 
—belligerents and neutrals alike.

Sentence by sentence, and chap- 
ter by chapter, the story of vitamin 
A has been unfolding for the 
30 And although scientists 
cannot yet read the complete story 
of this vitamin in their research 
literature, they have gone far 
enough to be sure that it is one 
of the indispensable items in the 

jets of human beings. 

" Anyone who has ever recited the 
alphabet of vitamins knows that 
“A” stands for the vitamin that 
prevents xerophthalmia, a serious 
eye disease. If a person continues 
for a long period of time on @ diet 
lacking in vitamin A, the result is 
total and permanent blindness. 

Fortunately, cases of xerophthal- 
mia are rare in this country. 

But vitamin A has other func- 
tions to perform than the prevent- 
ing of xerophthalmia. It is neces- 
sary for good nutrition at all ages. 
It helps to promote normal growth. 
Children who do not get enough 
vitamin A when their teeth are 
forming may have defective teeth. 
Anyone who continues to get less 
vitamin A than he needs will ex- 
perience bad effects sooner or later, 
although there may not be any 
startling symptoms immediately. 

One of the first signs of vitamin 
A deficiency is nutritional night 
blindness. A night blind person 
will not be able to adjust his eyes 
to dim light as well as he should. 
He will have more than ordinary 
difficulty, for example, in finding 
his way in a dimly lighted theater. 

Not all that we are finding out 
about vitamins today, however, has 
to do with what results when any 
given vitamin “isn’t«there” in the 
the diet. On the positive side, much 
has been done to find how much 
people need and the efficient 
sources of vitamin A among com- 
mon foods. Nutritionists point out 
that diets often can be improved 
upon—not by spending more money 
—but by a wiser choice. 

| Five Sources. 

In food there are at least five 
different sources of vitamin A. 
There is vitamin A itself, which 
occurs in certain animal foods. And 
there are four yellow pigments, 
which occur both in animal and 
in plant foods. These pigments can 
% changed in the body to vitamin 

Richest natural sources of vita- 
min A are livers of various ani- 
mals, especially those of certain 
kinds of fish. Theré are substan- 
tial amounts in whole milk and 
cream, butter, egg yolks, cheese 
made from whole milk or cream, 
especially if these foods are used 
in the quantities recommended for 
good nutrition in general. Oily fish, 
such as herring and salmon, also 
contribute to the vitamin A needs. 
Shellfish, such as oysters and clams, 
also provide vitamin A. 

In the vegetable kingdom, green 
and yellow are often the sign of 
the Carotenes, pigments trans- 
formed into vitamin A in the body. 
Green, leafy vegetables and yellow 
vegetables are excellent sources. 
Some of the common ones are kale, 
spinach, escarole, dandelion greens, 
watercress, turnip greens and 
lambs-quarters. In leafy head vege- 
tables, such as cabbage and lettuce 
—the greener they are the richer in 
vitamin A. Outer green leaves are 
much richer than the bleached in- 
ner leaves. Other good vegetable 
sources are yellow carrots, yellow- 
fleshed sweet potatoes and ripe to- 
matoes. Yellow-fleshed fruits, such 
as apricots and peaches, are also 
good sources,

How much vitamin A a person 
needs at any one age seems to de- 
pend at least in part upon his 
weight. That .is, larger persons 
need more than those built to a 
smaller scale. Children need more 
than adults. And pregnant or 
nursing women need more than 
other adults. 

Helpful to the meal planner may 
be the following statement made re- 
cently by Dr. Lela E. Booher, chief 
of the Division of Foods and Nutri- 
tion of the Federal Bureau of Home 
Economics. 

“For children between the ages of 
2 and 14 years a liberal amount of 
vitamin A will be provided if their

“The vitamin A requirements of a 
normal adult can be supplied by a 
daily allowance of a pint of whole 
milk, one egg, two ordinary-sized 
pats of butter, and an average 
serving of a leafy green or a yellow 
vegetable. It is not necessary to 
include exactly these articles of 
food, since many other foods rated 
as excellent sources of vitamin A 
will contribute comparable amounts 
of this vitamin.” 

No vitamin story would be com- 
plete that failed to mention what 
happens to vitamin content between 
the time that food is produced and 
its appearance on the family table. 
For all practical purposes, vitamin 
A may be considered fairly stable. 
True, if green vegetables are held 
at ordinary temperatures there is a 
gradual loss of vitamin A, Frees- 
ing and low storage temperatures 
cause practically no loss. But the 
drying process may destroy part of 
the vitamin A content in some

SOUP SCORES HIGH 
FOR WINTER MEAL 


May Be Made With “Stock” 
Base or With Milk or Cream 
—Keep Stock in Icebox. 


All soup comes in two main class- 
es, that made with “stock” as a 
base and that with milk or cream 
as the main ingredient, but soup 
varidtions are endless. 

During the past few years soup 
has become recognized as a wel- 
come food for hot -school lunches 
as well as for family and guest 
meals. Now that families are plan- 
ning to butcher, fresh meat and 
soup bones are a first thought for 
soup-making. Milk is an ever- 
present, inexpensive ingredient to 
which many a home-canned vegeta- 
ble may be added. 

Stock isithe broth made by cook- 
ing meat, chicken, mutton, fish, 
game oe vegetables with water, 
either separately or in combination. 
Usually it is known either as white 
stock or brown stock, depending 
upon the kind of meat used as a 
basis. Chicken, lamb and veal are 
used for white stock, while beef 
makes a brown stock. 

Consomme or bouillon is soup 
stock which has been strained to 
remove particles of meat or veget- 
ables. Bouillon is usually made of 
brown stock, delicately seasoned 
and cleared, while consomme is 
made from two or more kinds of 
meat, usually beef, veal and chick- 
en. 

The best way to get the most 
flavor in making stock is to cut 
the meat into small pieces, cover 
it with cold water and cook slow- 
ly for a long time. Meat stock will 
keep for some time if properly 
refrigerated, but fish or vegetable 
stock must be used soon after it is 
prepared. Less tender cuts of meat 
are suggested as the basis for soup 
stock, since they are richer. in 
flavor. Any kind of fresh meat is 
suitable except park. It has too 
high a proportion of fat to lean. 
Meat stock is prepared by cut- 
ting up the meat and cracking 
the bone. Two pounds of meat 
usually make about one quart of 
stock. The meat is covered with 
cold water and soaked about an 
hour. It is then heated gradually 
to the boiling point and simmered 
slowly for about two hours. Sea- 
sonings are added and the meat 
cooked for half an hour. It is then 
strained, cooled quickly and placed 
in a cold place until needed. Any 
fat which collects on top is re- 
moved before the food is served. 

A puree is a very thick cream 
soup made with a thick white 
sauce and very finely strainéd veg- 
etable pulp; a bisque is a_ thin 
cream soup with fish or vegetable 
stock added; and a chowder as 
milk with pieces of fish or veget- 
able added and cooked. 

A tasty vegetable-stock soup for 
a cold winter evening is baked 
bean soup. The recipe calls for 
three cups cold baked beans, three 
pints water, two slices onion, two 
Stalks celery, one and one-haif 
cups stewed and strained tomatoes, 
two tablespoons butter, two table- 
spoons flour and salt and pepper 
to taste, 

Put the beans, water, onion and 
celery in a saucepan, bring to the 
boiling point and simmer 30 min- 
utes. Rub through sieve, add to- 
mato and season to taste. Bind with 
butter and flour cooked together. 

Bean Soup. 

One smoked ham hock, about two 
and a half pounds. 

Three quarts water. 

One onion. 

One cup dried beans. 

Salt and pepper. 

Soak beans for two hours and 
drain. Place in a large kettle with 
the ham hock, onion, salt and pep- 
per, and water. Cook slowly for 
three hours. If the beans cook 
down too much add more water. 
Skim as needed. Serves six. 

Mushroom Chowder. 

One-half pound fresh mushrooms. 

One quart boiling water. 

Three cups milk. 

One tablespoon minced parsley. 

One and one-half cups coarsely 
chopped celery. 

One-third cup brown rice. 

Salt, pepper and nutmeg to taste. 

Clean and chop mushrooms 
coarsely. Add with celery and rice 
to water and boil for one-half hour 
or until rice and celery are tender. 
Add milk, reheat and season to 
taste. Thicken with a roux made 
by melting one tablespoon butter 
and adding one tablespoon flour 
well blended. Serves eight. 

Tomato Bisque. 

Two cups strained cooked toma- 
toes. 

Two tablespoons tapioca. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 

Dash of pepper. ; 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Three cups milk or light cream, 
scalded. 

Bring tomatoes to boil in top of 
double boiler. Add dry ingredients, 
bring to brisk boil, stirring con-

Steel Man Tells Manufac- 
turers’ Association Busi- 
ness Lost Heavily in 
World War. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7 (AP).—Ern- 
est T. Weir, chairman of National 
Steel Corporation, told delegates to 
the annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers today private enterprise knows 
that only peace gives genuine pros- 
perity, and that “America must 
choose peace.” 

“What business got out of the last 
war,” said Weir, “was dislocation of 


the entire economic system, pun- 
ishing taxation and a_i crushing 
burden of Government debt. . 
Business knows that another war 
would also bring even worse conse- 
quences.” 

Weir said American corporations 
earned eight billion dollars in 1917 
and 1918 as a result of the World 
War, but that in “the war-produced 
depression” corporation losses were 
12 billion dollars. The war also, 
he said, increased the Federal debt 
21 times in three years, from $1,- 
200,000,000 in 1916 to $25,500,000,000 
in 1919. 

Pump-Priming No Remedy. 

The association’s Government 
Finance Committee told the dele- 
gates that Federal pump-priming 
projects have “proved no remedy 
for oyr economic ills.” 

“There is a limit to the portion 
of industrial production which can 
be taken through taxation for gov- 
ernmental purposes without caus- 
ing a loss of jobs in private in- 
dustry and a general lowering of 
living standards,” the committee 
said. 

“In the light of the cold facts, 
the only conclusion which can be 
reached is that the pump-priming 
activities of the Government stand

PSYCHOLOGIST

ASE N-195: Anna J. aged 41, is the wife of a dentist and was 
C present at a state dental convention which I recently addressed. 

“We were very much interested in your remarkr about practical 
aspects of child psychology from the dentist's viewpoint,” she said. “Re- 
cently the doctor and I decided to buy a 
parrot. We spent $100 for this bird, but 
he has well repaid us already. Doctor spe- 
cializes in child cases, so we taught the 
parrot to say “What's the matter?’ 

“He really speaks so plainly that every 
youngster immediately understands what he 
says. And the children just love him. They 
watch him while the doctor is drilling their 
teeth, and he distracts their attention from 
the pain. Some of them even bring him 
crackers on their subsequent visits, and 
they think he is so cute. Don’t you think 
this is a good example of applied psychol- 
ogy, Dr. Crane?” 

a ¢ 

DIAGNOSIS: Yes, indeed, I am always pleased to see some concrete 
demonstration of applied psychology such as this parrot case. There are 
several mechanical distracters of attention, developed with the aim of 
taking the patient’s mind off himself. One such instrument has re- 
cently been shown at dental conventions. It is a vibrating device held 
by the patient against his cheek. When the drilling becomes un- 
pleasant, the patient simply sets this vibrator running, and the counter- 
irritant takes his attention from the dental drill. 

Pain is l.rgely a matter of our attention, anyway. If a soldier’s 
attention is focussed on the battle before him, he may actually suffer 
a flesh wound but mechanically brush his hand across the bullet hole, 
as if it were simply a mosquito. Football players in the heat of the 
game may fracture a small bone of the hand or foot, and not be fully 
aware of this fact until later, in the dressing room. If you happen to 
notice the ticking of your alarm clock some night, you may think it 
sounds very loud so that you cannot go to sleep, whereas the same 
ticking has not disturbed you in previous months, simply because you 
didn’t consciously pay heed to ~

WHENEVER we consciously attend to any ache or pain, it looms 
much larger than before. People who ar chronically worrieg about 
their health are called hypochondriacs. They have pains in the ab- 
domen but the physician may not find anything organically wrong. 
They have educated themselves to notice minor sensations from the 
heart, pelvis or stomach which normally we ignore. They may actually 
be hypersensitive. Under an anesthetic, a patient does not feel pain, for 
we have blocked the nerve currents. Even in hypnosis we can also 
eliminate pain by a psychological blockage. 

As long as we distract our attention, as by the parrot in the dental 
office, we are not so much aware of the dentist’s drill. A busy executive 
will not notice the severity of his headache as much while on duty as 
when he gets home, and has less to distract his attention. We can 
then magnify the headache by thinking about it, or by also employing 
it as a means for eliciting more attention from our wife or sweetheart 


or friends or children,

Of Silicosis 
In Industry 
By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


URING this tuberculosis cam- 
paign month, we must be re 
minded that there are other 
chronic diseases of the lung re 
sembling tuberculosis which are 
fatal but preventable. I refer pur- 
ticularly to the menace of silicosis 
in industry, 

There are, I understand, several 
places in the United States where 
a number of workmen have been 
affected with silicosis due to lack 
of protective devices, Many of 
these men have died and others 
are dying. 

Silicosis is an invasion of the 
lungs with silica dust. The par- 
ticles of dust become imbedded in 
the lung tissue and cause ulcera- 
tion and scar formation, just as in 
tuberculosis cases. 

It was formerly called “miner’s 
consumption,” but actually there 
is no tuberculosis necessarily in- 
volved. It takes months or years 
of exposure for the condition to 
develop. Once established, the out- 
look for a patient is quite unfavor- 
able. 

Prevention of the condition is 
quite possible, and the heavy re- 
sponsibility lies upon the indus- 
tries in which dust is generated. 
Prevention is possible by the use 
of exhaust hoods, exhaust fans and 
separators which clear the general 
atmosphere where work is being 
done. These are practical indoors, 
as in fashioning granite blocks 
with a pneumatic hand tool. For 
mining operations each miner 
should wear a helmet with posi- 
tive pressure, supplied with fresh 
air, such as is used in sandblast- 
ing. A helmet gives satisfactory 
protection only when properly de- 
signed and inspected for mainte- 
nance and efficiency. 


What is bursitis? What causes 
it, and what is the treatment? 
Bursae are small, closed sacs of 
serous tissue filled with a small 
amount of liquid. They are usually 
placed around joints or between 
bone surfaces in order to facilitate 
easy movements and lubrication. 
The commonest bursae are those 
over the elbow, those over the knee 
caps and those at the tip of the 
shoulder which fit between the 
shoulder blade and the collar bone, 
separating these bones and prevent- 
ing them from grinding on each 
other. 

Normally the action of these bur- 
sae is without sensation, but if they 
become inflamed or injured, the in- 
ternal surfaces are rough and cause 
pain on movement. 

Different sports tend to irritate 
different bursae, and such things as 
“tennis player’s elbow” and “golf 
player’s shoulder” are probably 
bursitis of the bursae mentioned 
above. The familiar, or at least the 
often mentioned occupational dis- 
ease of “housemaid’s knee” is a bur- 
sitis of the bursa over the knee 
cap. 

Infection may light on these bur- 
sae from infected teeth, tonsils, etc. 

Treatment is usually satisfactory 
by rest, heat and diathermy.

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West's Smart 

Opening Lead 
Sets Declarer 
By Ely Culbertson 


ROM time immemorial we have 
heard about the “sixth sense” of 
some players in card games, 
When dissected, this sixth sense, 
commonly called card sense, proves 
to be nothing but the ability to ap- 
ply shrewd reasoning and sound 
psychology to a given situation. 
These qualities are especially val- 
uable in the selection of an opening 
lead. Note West's sensational open- 
ing in the following hand: 
South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 


The bidding: 

West North East 
leclub lspade 2diam’ns Pass 
2notrump Pass 3notrump Pass 
Pass Pass 


West, a ranking expert, followed 
the proper procedure in selecting 
his opening lead, which is to say 
that he did not turn all his at- 
tention to his own holding. Rather, 
he weighed the opposing bidding 
for all its implications. 

North had bid two diamonds over 
the one spade without the slight- 
est hesitation and South, when 
this bid reached him, had not “hud- 
died” for a second in producing his 
two no trump rebid. Finally, when 
the two no trump reached North, 
the latter had gone to three with 
no more thought than had been given 
his previous bid. These facts con- 
vinced West that both opponents 
felt entirely secure insofar as the 
spade suit was concerned, and 
West would have made a small 
wager that, between them, North 
and South held the three top hon- 
ors. If that were true, there was 
certainly nothing to be hoped for 
from a spade opening. A _ dia- 
mond lead was out of the quies- 
tion. Since West had a single- 
ton, even if East were well heeled 
in diamonds, one lead through 
North’s bid suit Scarcely could be 
effective. A club lead was not 
much more attractive. West did 
have length, but his spot cards 
under the ace were entirely too 
low. The process of elimination 
then left hearts as the only suit 
from which a ray of hope could 
be taken. Neither opponent had 
bid hearts, which he presumably 
would have done if possible: hence 
there was a strong assumption 
that East had length, if not 
strength, in the suit. But it was 
equally obvious that East had few, 
if any, entries. Hence, if he were 
ever to get on lead with his sup- 
posed heart suit West would have 
to put him on lead. | 

All this reasoning took only a 
few seconds and West then pro- 
duced the one card that had the 
slightest chance to defeat the con- 
tract. 

He led the heart queen! 

It will be obvious that declarer 
could have fulfilled the contract 
by holding up his heart king, but 
the fact is that he did not. He 
was afraid that, if he held up the 
king, West might shift to clubs 
and that East might have the ace. 
Then a heart return would trap 
the king if, as appeared likely, 
West had started with something 
like the A-Q-J-10 of hearts. Be- 
sides, declarer had every reason 
to feel that, by accepting the heart. 
king on the spot, he would be able 
to run off five diamonds and three 
spades and fulfill his contract. He 
could hardly know that East had 
the diamond suit stopped. Well, at 
any rate, declarer took the heart 
king and it was all over for him. 
Three rounds of diamonds dis- 
closed the bad news and he then 
had to attack the club suit. West 
dashed up with the club ace and 
laid down the ace and four of 
hearts.
